ORDER ENTERED ON NOV. 11 


Former President of Western In 
diana Charged with Big 
Embezzlement. 


HAD AROUSED GENERAL INTEREST 


Criminal prosecution of William J. Henley, 
former president of the Chicago and Western 
Indiana railroad and former judge of the 
Appellate court in Indiana, has been dropped. 
The indictment charging him with embez- 
zung $28,000 from the railroad was noile 
prossed by former States Attorney Wayman 
on Nov. 11 last. The court order was entered 
by Judge Kersten on motion. 

This disposition of the case, which obtained 
considerable publicity when the indictment 
was returned May 6, 1910, was disclosed yes- 
terday wiille an effort was making to ascer- 
tain the outcome of an indictment against 
Michael H. Rogers. The latter is 4 coal 
dealer, who was charged by the Merriam 
commission with delivering coal to the city 
below contract grade. He was tndicted on 
Dec. 29, 1900, on a technical charge of larceny 


and obtaining money by false pretenses. His 
case was stricken off the docket July 11 last.

Alleged Part of Slush Fund. 

The $28,000 involved in the Henley indict- 
ment was alleged to be part of this slush 
fund. Mr. Fetzer was believed to have 
gained his information while purchasing real 
estate for the Western Indiana. Part of the 
evidence presented to the grand jury was 
checks, 

The money is said to have belonged to the 
road, and Mr. Fetzer understood it was to 
be used as a slush fund to bribe lawmakers. 
The indictment failed to desribe the checks 
minutely, but referred to them as follows: 
Two for $10,000 each, another for $5,000 
and a fourth for $3,000."” :

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GOV. WILSON GIVES WARNING TO PANIC BREEDERS. 
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U. P. IN PLEA FOR

Will Ask Permission of Su- 
preme Court Today to Buy 
Up S. P. Shares. 


U. 8. BALKS AT SCHEME.

Washington. D. C., Dec. 18.—{Special. I- To 
end a deadlock respecting the dissolution of 


the Harriman railroad syetem, the govern- | 


ment and counsel! for the system will appeal 


tomorrow to the United States Supreme 


court. 


Under the recent decision of the Supreme 


court the Union Pacific is prohibited from 
voting its Southern Pacific stock, valued at 
$126,000.000. This holding enabled it to con- 
trol the Southern Pacific. 

The directors of the Harriman system 
feared the effect of throwing such a large 
‘quantity of securities upon the market and 
doubted if they could be absorbed without 
great difficulty. They sought the permis- 
sion of the president and Attorney General 
Wickersham to distribute the Southern Pa- 
cific stock among Union Pacific stockholders. 


U. 8. Wants Complete Separation. 

The administration declined to permit any- 
thing of the kind on the ground that the 
complete separation ordered by the Supreme 
court would not thereby be brought about, 
and moreover that it was unfair because 
it did not permit Southern Pacific stockhold- 
ers an opportunity to obtain the stock of 
the property in which they are interested. 

An agreement being impossible, it was 
decided to appeal to the Supremecourt. Rob- 
ert 8. Lovett and his associates in the Harri- 
man system contend they should be al- 
lowed to carry out the plan they suggested, 
because it had been approved by the Su- 
preme court in the Northern Securities case 
and in connection with the Standard Oil and 
Tobacco trust organizations. A ruling by 
the court will de important not only on the 
present litigation, but in future dissolution 
orders. 


Wickersham Issues Statement. 

“Negotiations have been pending for sev- 
eral days,“ said Attorney General Wicker- 
sham, with respect to the distribution pur- 
suant to the judgment rendered by the Su- 
preme court. 

„The Union Pacific interests claimed the 
stockholders of the Union Pacific were enti- 
thed to share pro rata in the sale or distribu- 
tion of the stock of the Southern Pacific rail- 
road company. I declined to accede to this 
contention, although I indicated my willing- 
ness to approve a plan under which the stock 
to be distributed should be offered for sale 
to the shareholders of both the Union Pa- 
cific and the Southern Pacific companies in 
proportion to their respective holdings at a 
suitable price and under appropriate restric- 
tions. 

A motion will be submitted to the Supteme 
court tomorrow to determine and specify in 
the mandate, which shall be sent to the lower 
court. what rights in this regard are to be 
conceded to the stockholders of the Union 
Pacifie company. 

“The view of the government is said to 
be that by the stock going Into the hands 
of stockholders of rival, competing corpora- 
tions the public would be more likely to 
procure competition between the two com- 
panies than if the stockholders of one of the 
corporations were permitted to own a con- 
trolling interest in the other company. 


Utah Court to Frame Decree. 

„The opinion of the Supreme court,” an- 
nounced on Dec. 2, conferred authority t) 
frame the decree upon the District court of 
Utah which for the purposes of this case was 
constituted of four judges of the Eighth 
circuit.

Railway Lawyers at Capital. 

The announcement tonight by the attorney 
general explains the presence in Washington 
of some of the lawyers who accompanied J. 
Pierpont Morgan to the capital. It ie be- 
lieved that this subject was discussed by 
Mr. Morgan and attorneys of the Union 
Pacific. Jacob H. Schiff of Kuhn, Leeb & 
Co. algo has been in the city within the last 
day or two, although he said the purpose of 
his visit was to attend a meeting of the Red 
Cross society. 

Former Senator John C. Spooner and W. 
H. Loomis will represent the Union Pacific 
in the Supreme court. They declined to dis- 
cuss the attorney general's statement. It 
was learned, however, that the Union Pacific 
lawyers feel confident of being able to cite 
precedents for the distribution of the stock 
on a pro rata basis to the present holders of 
Union Pacific stock, as preferred purchas- 
ers. It will be insisted by the Union Pa- 
cific lawyers that participation by outelders 
is unjust, and that they should have a first 
chance to buy the Southern Pacific stock out 
of their own treasury.

WILL EVADE BANQUETS. 


Princeton, N. J., Dec. 18.—[Special.)—Prest- 
dent Elect Wilson plans to put into effect 
three White House reforms which refer to 
the personal life of the chief executive 

One of these will be the abolition of public 
receptions. In the next administration peo- 
ple will not be received at the executive man- 
sion merely for the purpose feet hands 
with the president. Mr. Wilson tonight said 
he saw no use in spending time just to receive 
people who have no public business to trans- 
act at the White House Heretofore the 
Blue Room receptions have been a feature of 
life in the executive mansion. 

The president elect also indicated that he 
would not attend many of the banquets that 
national societies, of various kindes hold in 
Washington and to which the president is so 
regularly invited. 

Another tradition which Mr. Wileon prob- 
ably will alter to some extent is the prohibi- 
tion on the newspaper men of referring to 
conversations with the president in the first 
person. Mr. Wilson said he probably would 
express himself often and in the first person 
in statements tesued from time to time on 
public questions. 


Talks of Cabinet Timber. 

After a three: hours conference in New 
York with Wiliam P. McCombs, chairman 
of the Democratic national committee, Mr.

Control Earnings of $428,000,000. 

These eighteen institutions control banks. 
insurance companies, railroads, steamship 
lines, and producing and trading corpora- 
tions, with capital and resources in excess 
of $25,000,000,000 and gross annual earnings 
of $428.000,000. The control they enjoy is 
direct, with representatives of the eighteen 
firms and banking institutions, sitting vari- 
ously as directors of all the corporations 
they dominate and telling these corporations 
exactly what they are to do. 

The railroads controlled in this fashion 
have a combined mileage of 168.200 miles. 
The insurance companies are the largest in 
the nation. The banking institutions control 
a vast proportion of the money of the coun- 
try and dominate credit to an even greater 
extent than is generally believed. The indus- 
trial and tracing corporations are those 
which are rapidiy assuming full control of 
both the industry and the commerce of the 
republic. 


Accountants Bare Big Pool. 

The facts in relation to the money truet ” 
were developed today in the examination of 
expert accountan's ard bya carefully worked 
out chart revealing the combination of the 
eighteen tnatitutions named through the in- 
terlocking of directorates and the control 
of the great number of corporations thereby. 

The control thus revealed is tremendous, 
but naturally it is only a part of the control 
exercised by this combination through tits 
influence over smaller combinations of bank- 
ing institutions and corporations, the rami- 
fications of which extend throughout the 
whole business system of the nation. No 
such combination of wealth and power ever 
existed or could ever exist at any prior 
time in the history of the industrial world, 


Calls J. P. Morgan to Stand, 

When Samuel Untermyer, counsel of the 
committee, had shown through experts the 
extraordinary situation of concentrated con- 
trol described, he called J. Pierpont Morgan 
to the witness stand and began his examina- 
tion with respect to the combination of which 
he ts’ the head and the manner in which it 
uses its tremendous power. 

Mr. Morgan's examination began just be- 
fore 8 o'clock in the afternoon, although he 
had been waiting since 2 o'clock to be sworn. 

Mr. Untermyer deemed it advisable to con- 
clude the revelations of the money combina- 
tion before he placed on the stand the mag- 
nate who is its dominating force. Mr. Mor- 
gan therefore was forced to wait and listen 
until the announcement of his name, when 
he was sworn. The financier was on the 
stand enly twenty minutes and he will re- 
sume his evidence at 10:30 tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

It was a striking ‘situation which developed 
when Mr. Morgan and Mr. Untermyer faced 
each other. If all reports be true, the latter 
has no liking for the financier. It is stated 
that Mr. Morgan on one occasion passed a 
remark as to Mr. Untermyer's social aspira- 
tions which the lawyer never forgave, The 
opportunity today, which will continue to- 
morrow, is one an enemy of a witness would 
revel in. 

Mr. Untermyer. however, gave no display 
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of animosity in his questions, nor did Mr. —5——— 


Morgan by his attitude manifest any resent- 
ment. The latter appeared as one who felt 
that he was greatly wronged by being forced 
to appear before an investigation committee, 
but at the same time was prepared to an- 
swer precisely the questions put to him. 
He showed no disposition to fight the in- 
quisitor, nor to do anything else than to 
answer the questions put to him as frankly 
as the circumstances would permit. 
Lawyers, relatives, stenographers, and 
confidential secretaries who had accom- 
panied Mr. Morgan to the hearing watched 
him with evident solicitude. The relatives, 
including his son, J. P. Morgan, and his 
daughter, Mrs erbert L. Satterlee, obvi- 
ously were anxious as to the effect of the 
examination on Mr. Morgan's health. There 
is no question that Mr. Morgan is no longer 
robust, and a great deal of fear has been 
felt that the excitement might be injurious. 
The lawyers were alert and watchful to in- 
tervene in case of improper questions. 


Morgan Center of Interest. 

When Mr. Morgan took the witness chair 
he glanced about the room and saw him- 
seif the object of the scrutiny of the crowd 
in the room. Then he concentrated his at- 
tention upon Mr. Untermyer.

Untermyer.

Mr. Morgan said the Philadelphia house of 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. and the New York 
house of J. Pierpont Morgan are exactly 
the same. The partners in one are all part- 

ners in the other. 

Only my desire to keep Mr. Drexel's 
name in the Philadelphia house prevents 

all the houses having the same name,“ said 

/ Mr. Morgan.

ners in the London and Paris houses, there

Mr. Scudder was asked by Mr. Untermyer 
whether he had investigated the amount of 
deposits carried by the life insurance com- 
panies in their principal banks, both at the 
end of each year and throughout the year. 

Mr. Scudder gave the average deposits 
through the year 1911 for the New York 
Lite as $6,973,842, while: the deposits on the 
last day of the year, Dec. A, were only 
$2,712,422. 

During 1910, he said, the average of the 
New York Life's deposits was $5,487,200, 
while on Dec. 81 the deposits were $2,804,745. 

During 1909 the New York Life’s average 
was $7,071,049, while on Deo.

Would .Amend Aldrich Law. 

New York, Dec. 19.—John Harsen Rhoades, 
senior member of Rhoades & Co., bankers of 
this city, tomight before the Finance forum 
suggested an amendment to the Aldrich bill 
for currency reform whereby the governors 
of the National Reserve bank or banks at 
Washington should be composed of seven- 
teem men inetead of the great number called 
for in the Aldrich plan. 

Mr. Rhoades declared that the brains of 
the east and west should be merged and 
thet a small number of leading men in th® 
financial and industrial world could accom- 
plish more in preventing panics than could 
a big board. 

He suggested that the appointment of the 
board be placed in the hands of the presgi- 
dent of the United States; that one-half be 
chosen from the eastern and one-half from 
the western section of the country. Six of 
these, he said, should be practical bankers, 
six should be appointed from the industrial, 
commercial, farming, and other interests, 
and two should be academic students of 
banking. 

These fourteen men, according to Mr. 
Rhoades’ plan, should hold consultation with 
the secretary of the treasury, the secretary 
of commerce and labor, and the controller of 
the currency, who were to be ex-officio mem- 
bers of the board.

Noted Poet and Lecturer 
Passes Away in His Home 
in Brooklyn, N. I. 


WROTE. ‘OVER THE HILLS,’ 


Won Fame in Junior Year at 
Michigan College by Po- 
litical Verse. 


New York, Dec. 18.—Will Carleton, the 
poet, newspaper man, and lecturer, died at his 
home in Brooklyn tonight of pneumonia after 
an iliness of three days. 

Mr. Carleton was born in Hudson, Mich.. 
in 1845. He attended Hillsdale college, Mich,, 
and during his junior year wrote a political 
poem entitled Fax, which he delivered at 
a town meeting, and won local fame, which 
goon gained or bim a place as a lyceum 
In 1870 he became editor of the 
Detroit Tribune, and a year later published 
his first book of poems. 

Best Known Poem. 

“Over the Hills to the Poorhouse” was 
the best known of his earlier works. In 1884 
Mr. Carleton moved to Brooklyn, and fora 


number of years he was editor of Every- 
0 where, an illustrated magazine. - 


From 1873 to 1896 he wrote many poems of 


| ' farm and city life and traveled extensively

partments of the city government it will be 
necessary’ to cut off $4,600,000, 20 per cent 
of the revenue of the city government. 
“What does that mean? It touches the 
pay of every employé of the city of Chicago 
and every necessary charge of the city of 
Chicago, such as garbage, teaming, street 
cleaning, police work, fire work, and every- 
thing else connected with the city govern- 
ment. Hither 20 per cent of the pay must be 
cut off or it means that the city employés 
must be given a 20 per cent vacation without 
pay. Twenty per cent taken off a man's pay. 


‘‘Relief Absolutely Necessary.” 

“It is absolutely necessary, gentlemen, 
that. some relief be given to the city by the 
legislature. Otherwise the city will be broke. 
absolutely and irretrievably. I believe no 
greater duty devolves upon an organization 
such as this than to give all the aid possible 
towards securing from the legislature the 
relief that is needed, which means nothing 


more nor less than that the city shall be al- 


lowed to continue business in the future as it 
has done it in the past. That is, that it 
shall be given its percentage of the ‘scaled 
down taxes and that the sinking fund for 
bonded indebtedness and for interest on the 
bonded debt shall be placed outside of that 
scaling process. 

*“* Personally at this time I do not believe in 
asking from the legislature an increase in 
the city’s percentage. We are now entitled 
to $1.10. I do not believe in increasing that 
as the corporation counsel has suggested to 
$1.20. I do believe, howevtr, that it is abso- 
lutely essential to the welfare of this great 
community that the legislature be given to 
understand the necessities of the city, and 
that remedial relief be given to the com- 
munity.“ 


Says City Needs New Charter. 

We want a new charter for this city,” 
said President Kimbark of the Association 
of Commerce. We want separate elections 
for our judges. We want a short ballot. 
These things we consider fundamentally es- 
sential to our best progress. 

Mr. Sexton began his arraignment of con- 
ditions by saying that Chicago “ cannot be 
comfortable encompassed as it is by the 
charter of Chicago, which is the charter of 
the smallest village in the state of Illinois.”

WOMAN DEFENDS — 
JUDGE ARCHBALD 


Mary Boland Says E. J. Will- 
iams Erred in “Lighterage 
Case” Testimony. 


BALK MANY WITNESSES. 


— T 


House Managers Enter Objections 
to Culm Evidence Offered 
by Jurist in Senate. 


Boland of Scranton, Pa., today was a wit- 
ness in defense of Judge Robert W. Arch- 
bald of the Commerce court, who is on trial 
by impeachment in the senate for alleged 
misuse of his judicial power. Miss Boland 
was the first woman to appear before the 
senate since 1905. In that year another testi- 
fied at the impeachment trial of Judge 
Swayne of Florida. 

Judge Archbald probably will take the wit- 
ness stand in his own defense before the con- 
clusion of the trial. Itis expected thatabout 
ten witnesses will be examined following the 
Christmas recess. 


Contradicts Government Witness, 

Miss Boland is a niece of William P. Bo- 
land, one of the principal witnesses against 
the judge, and 1s a stenographer in her 
uncle's office. Attorney A. 8. Worthington 
asked her if E. J. Wiliams had told her 
Sept. 18, 1911, that he had just come from 
Judge Archbald’s office and had seen there 
a brief the judge had prepared for the Erie 
railroad in the lighterage case. She re- 
plied in the affirmative. 

A dispute arose as to the admission of this 
testimony. The attorney explained that he 
desired to show that Williams was confused 
when he testified that he had seen this 
“brief” or trial list“ in the judge’s office 
in March, 1911, about the time Judge Arch- 
bald is alleged to have been attempting to 
buy a coal dump from the Erie company. 
The evidence was admitted. 


Balk Archbald Witnesses. 

Many witnesses were called by Judge Arch- 
bald's attorneys during the day, but objec- 
tions were frequent and several witnesses 
were not permitted to testify. 

United States Judge Charles B. Witmer of 
the middle district of Pennsylvania, who suc- 
ceeded Judge Archbald, was one of the wit- 
nesses, The defense attempted to draw from 
him whether or not he had been influenced by 
Judge Archbald in rendering a decision in the 
case of Peale against the Marion Coal com- 
pany, the Boland ‘concern. The house man- 
agers objected and Mr. Witmer was not al- 
lowed to answer. 

C. S. Woodruff of Scranton testified that C. 
G. Boland had asked him to use his influence 
in an effort to have Judge Archbald bring 
about a settlement of the cases pending 
against the Marion Coal company, with the 
understanding that the impeachment 
charged against Judge Archbald would not 
be pushed. Mr. Woodruff said that he went 
to Judge Archbald and informed him of the 
attitude of the Boland brothers.

HOTEL A MNT: ! PAID POLICE 


New York Proprietor Built Up 
Business Under Protection. 


SOLD OUT FOR $140,000. 


Testimony Before Vice Committee In- 
volves Three High Officials. 


New York, Dec. 18—A story of how graft 
alleged to have been paid for police protection 
enabled the proprietor of a questionable hotel 
to build up such a business that finally he 
disposed of his unpretentious place for $140,- 


000 was told today to the aldermanic vice in- 


vestigating committee. 

George A. Sipp, for ten years proprietor of 
the Baltic hotel, at One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-fourth street and Lexington avenue, gave 
the testimony. Asa result of his revelations 
a police inspector, two ex-inspectors, and a 
numder of minor officers were summoned be- 
fore Commigsioner Waldo. A patrolman 
named as a graft collector was suspended 
forthwith. 

Sipp testified that for the last five years of 
his proprietorship of that hotel he had paid 
Policeman Eugene Fox $100 a month for po- 
lice protection. He understood, he said, that 
Fox represented Inspector Dennis Sweeney. 


Sold Hotel; Still Paid. 
After he left the hotel Sipp testified he col- 


lected the same amount from his succes- 


sors and handed it each month to Fox until 
a “frameup”™ raid was worked on him in 
the hotel to which he had transferred his 
interest and he had a quarrel with the po- 
lice. 

Corroboration of portions of Sipp’s story 
was given by Thomas Dorian, assistant man- 
ager of the same hotel, after Sipp sold it for 
$140,000 to alleged members of the “ vice 
trust ‘in control of a chain of disorderly 
resorts and their inmates. Dorian testified 
he had given the $100 to Sipp each month 
and that when Sipp stopped collecting it he 
paid $50 each month to Fox personally. These 
payments, he said, he has continued up te 
the present. 


Two More Officials Involved. 

Sipp also mentioned Inspectors Hussy and 
Thompson as forerunners of Sweeney while 
he was running the Baltic and paying Fox 
each month. 

The story brought into the committee's 
record again the name of “ Manny” Maas, 
described by Mrs. Mary Goode, the former 
resort keeper who testified last week, as one 
of the vie trust.” 

Sipp testified it was Maas who approached 
him to sell the hotel he ran under alleged 
police protection. He disposed of the prop- 
erty for $140,000, he stated, and continued to 
make $100 payments to Policeman Fox each 
month for a time because he still held a 
mortgage on the property. 

Inspector Sweeney was among those sum- 
moned to headquarters tonight by Commis- 
sicher Waldo. Former Inspectors Thompson 
and Hussy, now police captains; Capt. 
Walsh, Policeman Fox, and others whose 
names were mentioned in the course of the 
afternoon’s testimony. together with Swee- 
ney, were questioned for hours. 

Commissioner Waldo announced the sus- 
pension of Fox, who will be tried on charges 
emanating from Sipp’s testimony. He let it 
be understood that an investigation of the 
facts alleged by Sipp will be made.

CONSTANTINOPEE, Dec. 18.—A great 
victory by the Turkish troops over the Greek 
army near Janina on Sunday is reported to- 
day -by the Turkish commander there in a 
telegram to the war office. 

He asserts 400 Greeks were killed and 126 
wounded. Several field guns, numerous ri- 
files, and a quantity’ of equipment were cap- 
tured by the Turks.

LONDON, Dec. 10 A Prevesa dispatch to 
the Times, dated Dee. N. says the Greek 
western army, reinforced from Crown Prince 
Constantine’s forces, is pressing home the 
attack on Janina, me fall of which is: con- 
sideréd imminent.

FOOD OR FABLE? 
The Mississippians of New York have 
done something, whether in bravado or in 
genuine and joyous pleasure, to stop a scan- 
dal and encourage a tradition.

SANITATION AND LABOR UNIONS. 
UCH of the expectation of great- 
er results from the activities 
against consumption lies in the 
attitude of organized labor. I 
have before me the report of Pres- 

ident Perkins to the twenty-second con- 
vention of the International Cigarmakers’ 
union. The position taken on various 
public questions is in keeping with the 
broadest statesmanship. In concluding he 
says: 

“To be engaged in the movement, the 
struggle for better and more humane and 
just working and living conditions for the 
toiling masses, is a work worthy of the 
best efforts man possesses. The organ- 
ized labor movement should continue the 
crusade it long ago started, and if it does 
public interest in this question will be 
kept alive and society at large finally 
forced to furnish institutions and proper 


Il am of the opinion that if public senti- 

ment is properly aroused and kept alive 

within the next twenty-five years there 

will be no serious tuberculosis question,” 
— 

These opinions of Mr. Perkins are not 
idle speculations founded on no deter- 
mined facts. The figures show that cigar- 
makers have less consumption, live longer 
and better, and reach a riper old age 
pow than before agitation began. Their 
consumption death rate decreased 16 per 
cent in ten years, 2 per cent of which 
was in the last five years. However, the 
disease stil] causes one-fifth of the total 
mortality among cigarmakers and in con- 
sequence they are not disposed to regard 
the fight as won. 

In 1890 49 per cent of the amount 
spent by the union for sick benefits was 
for consumption; in 1911 the percentage 
was 20. Tn 1888 the average age at death 
of ‘members was 31 Fears: in 1911, 50 
years. The five principal causes of death 
in 1911 were: Consumption, 124; heart 
trouble, 102; cancer, 68; pneumonia, 57; 
kidney trouble, 48.

The wives and mothers of cigarmakers 
have suffered less from consumption and 
have lived to a greater average age than 
formerly, This increase, however, has 
not been as great as the increase among 
the workers themselves. The wonderfully 
beneficent changes in the sanitary condi- 
tions of the factories have not been par- 
alleled hy improvements in home condi- 
tions. The home conditions have come up 
-but not at the same pace. 

The interest in Red Cross Christmas 
seals and all other anti-consumption ae 
tivities has not been so great among all of the 
labor unions. Nevertheless organized la bor 
has done and is doing its share. They con- 
tribute to its support, they signify their 
faith by the stamp attached, they agitate 
for a better public sentiment, they show 
every disposition to keep alive such a 
public sentiment as will finally do away 
with consumption as a serious public 
question probably, as stated by President 
Perkins, within twenty-five years.

HARDENING OF ARTERIES. 

M. writes: What is the treatment pro 
posed by a Russian scientist to prevent pre- 
mature arterial hardening?)

The Metchnikef plan is to prevent the growth 
of putrefactive bacteria in the large intestine by 
infecting the contents thereof with an acid secret- 
ing dacillu He makes use of a certain lactic 
bacillus which makes a great deal of acid and is 
not Killed thereby. This bacillus can stand acid 
four times as strong as ordinary lactic baciIN. To 
help out, this bacillus should be given with much 
sugar. The treatment is not getting a fair trial, 
since many of the commercial preparations are 
compo@ed of germs easily killed by acid.

T is only subgequent to the state funeral 
of the nonmagenarian prince regent of 
Bavaria and after the departure of the 
royal and imperial guests from abroad 
that the obsequies of his heart will be 

made the occasion of a pageant, recalling to 
mind the customs of the middle ages. 

In the testamentary dispositions of the 
regent, he expressed the Gestre that his heart 
should, in accordance with the traditional 
usage of the reigning house of Bavaria, be 
removed from his body previous to embalm- 
ment, should be placed in the customary sil- 
ver gilt urn filled with spirits of wine, and 
confided to the care of the ancient chapel of 
Our Lady of Mercies ai Alt-Otting, a hvely 
spot about half an hour’s ride by rail from 
Munich. 

This sacred edifice which ia famed for 
possessing a picture of the Holy Virem 
brought from the orient in the seventeenth 
century, and asserted to be endowed with 
miraculous properties, occupies one side of 
the small market place ot the picturesque U- 
tle town. 

In the niches of its chapel walls are placed 
the urns contaiming the hearts of the kings, 
queens, dukes, duchesses, princes, and prin- 
cesses of the house of Bavaria, since the 
foundation of the Wittelsbach dynasty, long 
cemturies ago. 


~~ 


Having been a witness, not to say a par- 
ticipant, in the ceremony of the burial ofa 
royal heart at Alt-Otting considerably more 
than a quarter of a century ago, and as the 
program of these ceremonies has been the 
game for generations, I may describe here 
what will be done with the heart of the prince 
regent. 

On the day fixed for tts conveyance from 
Munich to Alt-Otting it will be borne from 
An Saints’ church, as the court chapel of 
Munich is called, and where it is now pre- 
served, through the Bavarian capital, to the 
railroad terminus 

The urn, draped with crépe, will be car- 
ried by the dean of the court chapel, seated 
in a splendid state coach drawn by six milk 
white horses. 

Ali the gorgeous git carvings and orna- 
ments of the carriage, as well as the lighted 
lanterns thereof, will be shrouded with 
crépe, while the horses will be almost hidden 
from view by heavy, black velvet and silver 
trappings. 

“The great officers of the royal household 
and the cabinet ministers who take part in 
the procession will be arrayed in full uni- 
form, the gold embroideries of which, as 
well As the sword hiks, will be covered with 
crépe. — 

The carriage will be attended by a big mi'- 
tary escort, representing all arms, under the 
dommand of the military governor of Munich, 
while the bells of the cathedral and of all 
other churches of the city wi toll, flags low- 
ered to half mast, and minute guns fired. 

On the arrival at the railroad station the 
urn will be borne to the special train, all 
the troops presenting arms and the officials 
baring their heads, as the heart passes up 
the platform to the royal carriage.

When the special train reaches Alt-Ottintg 
a procession will once more be formed, court 
carriages. together with regiments of cav- 
alry and battalions of infantry tor service. 
as escort being semt on from Munich a few 
hours cartier. 

As at Munich, the dean, bearing the heart 
regent, will ride in a state coach, and 


of the 
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church, an edifice of great antiquity and 
much architectural beauty. ; 

On .alighting the dean will be received by 
the bishop of the diocese, the abbot of the 
monastic order intr usted with the guardian- 
ship of the chapel, and the clergy of the 
parish. 

After having incensed, the bishop and at- 
tendant clergy will move to the strains of 
Chopin’s funeral march, played on the organ, 
up the aisle to the high altar, the dean fol- 
lowing with the heart under a purple and 
gold dad eaum or canopy, borne by the lead 
ing citizens of Alt-Otting, who have pos- 
sessed the privilege of performing this duty 
from time immemorial. 

On reaching the altar, the urn will be placed 
on the castrum dolorosis, and the grand 
officers of the royal household and the great 
dignitaries of the realm wild take their places 
around the catafalque. 

At the foot of the, catafaique will be ¢ts- 
played on purple velvet cushions the regent’s 
crown, his orders of knighthood, and the 
various emblems of royalty which had been 
his in life.

Standing beside the catafalque, the dean 
will deliver over the urn to the bishop with 
the following words: 

“My Lord Bishop: We are commissioned 
by his royal highness, the (new) prince 
regent, to deliver into your safekeeping the 
heart of his late royal highness, Prince Luit- 
pold, regent of Bavaria, in order that, m ac- 
cordance with the traditions ofthe sovereign 
house of Bavaria, it may find its last resting 


place before the high altar in the chapel of 


Our Lady of. Mercies, besides the hearts of 
his kinsmen and relatives. 

“Your lordship knew this heart when it 
was still alive and was acquainted with the 
trials which it was called upon to underzo. 
But your lordship can also bear witness to 
the patience with which it endured all trials, 
to the deep piety and faith which so distin. 
guished it, and, above all, to the great love 
which it bore for the Bavarian country 
and people. 

“It has been a noble and a pious heart— 
this heart of our never to be forgotten Prince 
Luitpold. The rest which was denied to this 
heart in life it will find in the holy chapel of 
Our Lady here, and may in the other world 
that sorely tried heart be granted through 
me grace of the Mother of Mercies, the ever- 
jasting peace of God. 

A requiem will then be sung and the urn 
sprinkled with holy water, and solemnly 
blessed by the bishop, after which the heart 
will be borne once more in solemn procession 
through the streets and across the market 
place to the chapel of Our Lady, where jt will 
be placed by the abbot in the niche prepared 
for it.

Haskell beat them all to the elevator, She 
jumped into her auto and disappeared. 

It was some time before the officials could 

learn the name of the woman they had been 
chasing.

[Chairman School Management Committee, Chi- 
cago Board of Education.) 

It will be difficult to improve upon the state- 
ment issued in THE TRIBUNE Sunday last of 
the great need of vocational training for chi- 
Aren over 14 years of age. THE TRIBUNE'S 
position is heartily indorsed in connection 
“with this great and most important need. 

, After several years of careful study of 
vocational training in the eastern cities and 
the attempts abroad, itis convincing that the 
public school system of today offers an effi- 
cient, comprehensive, and effective organiza- 
tion for the administration of vocational 
training. , 

The duplicate system of administration and 
teaching as advocated by the Cooley bill is 
absolutely opposed.” - * 

' Objections to Cooley Measure. 
Should such a bill be successful in passing 

the legislature, the following predictions 
are made: 

First— That the enormous expense 
fimvolved in the creation of a new educa- 
tional‘ system: eventually will cause, the 
taxpayers to unite the system with the 
existing public school educational adimin- 
istration. ae - 
Seeond—That because of the con- 
stant enlarging of the new isystem the 
present liberal school e will de 
shorn of nearly all the good there is in - 
it and general education put back fifty 
The present school system has today voca- 

tional training in the experimental stage, 
which is vindicating the time, thought, and 
money which have been placed in it. 

There is, however, greater need of elasticity 
in applying the present methods of teaching 
practical vocational work. Rigid rules of 
the previous school. administration of Chi- 
cago today prevents an extension of voca- 
tiorml school instruction to the point where 
practical shop men and shop women may 
be empoyed. 

Rigid Rules Broken Down. 

The present school administration has ac- 
complished a tremendous good through 
breaking down these rigid rules in connec- 
tion with the evening schools. With similar 
changes in reference to the day schools. the 
public schools will meet all of the demands 
which are desired by those who favor a éu- 


plicate teaching system. ‘To illustrate the

There are today more than 300 boye 14 
years old or more and forty girls Who urs 
taking elementary intensive industrial work.

School Board Alive to Need. 


The board of education is thoroughly alive 
to the great need of an extension of the 
course of study in the field of vocational 
training. The superintendent and the mem- 
bers of the special committee which is mak- 
ing an investigation of the large cities of the 
country are gaining facts which will enable 
the board to present an effective course of 
continuation work. . 

It also has the power, should it desire to do 
80, to ask the coéperation of manufacturers, 
merchants, and others to act as an advisory 
body. and there is no doubt that the board 
will take sucli action as this when it has 
completed its program of work. 

The so-called Cogley bill means a new and 
expensive duplication of administrative 
forces, no more capable of approaching the 
situation than is the present teaching force 
of our public schools. We have shop men 
in the public schools today quite as capable 
as those who would be secured through a 
separate institution. 


Saving to the Taxpayers. 

The cost of ddministration, especially the 
high salaries of those called upon to admin- 
ister, will be saved the taxpayers; likewise 
the millions of dollars necessary for buildings 
and equipment; which are largely in exist- 


ranted expense for a new administration 
‘system, new buildings, and new equipment. 

Thade schools, given up wholly ta vocation- 
al training, are bound to instil into the 
children a trade spirit; the distorted view- 
point that the almighty dollar is really the 
object of existence. Again, such a school ig 
a pursuance ot nothing but factory work 
without cultural edvantages. Development 
of the child along only the most material 
lines must follow.

Active on Educational Issues. 
Among its many activities the subject of 
education has from the ciub’s inception 
taken an important position and for many 
‘years the club has sustained an active edu- 
cational committee, That the interest of the 
members of the club in this fundamental 
subject has been much more than academic 
the following accomplishments will substan- 

tiate: 
They founded and for many years sup- 
ported the Chicago Manual Training school 
at Twelfth street and Michigan avenue, one 


country. They raised endowmept funds for 
the Illinois Manual Training school at Glen- 
wood and the St. Charles School for Boys. 
They presented to the government the site 
for the naval training school at Lake Bluff.

The club also initiated and helped support 
classes in domestic science, manual train- 
ing, and other practical subjects in our pub- 
lic evening schools. 


Gained from Experience. 
The years of experience thus obtained by 
the Commercial club emphasized the follow- 
ing facts: 


(2) That fully ome-half of the 
17,000,000 and more of children that are 
enrolled in American public schools leave 
school by the sixth grade and finish their 
education at about 14 years of age. 3 

(2) That at the completion of the 
eighth grade 90 per cént of all our chil- 
dren go out into the world to try to earn 
a Hving. 

(3) That considerably less than 10 
per cent.of our children ever reach the 
high schoels or university. 


If it is necessary to provide the high 
schools and the university for less than 10 
per cent of the youth of our country how 
much more necessary is it that some educa- 
tional opportunity in addition and supple- 
mental to what we now have should be given 
to the m per cent of our children. 


Public Opinion Crystallizing. 

To the problem that is thus presented vo- 
cational training appeared to offer the solu- 
tion, and the propaganda instituted by the 
National Society for the Promotion of In- 
dustrial Education has gone far during the 
last few years to crystellize public opinion 


as to its necessity. 

Knowing that the adoption of industrial 
training has been preéminently successful 
in various European countries, the Commer- 
cial club decided to have a comprehensive 
study made of the continental educational 
system with a view to getting the benefit of 
their experience and with the object of de- 
termining its adaptability to the public 
school system of America. To that end 
they sent Mr. Cooley, formerly superintend- 
ent of public schools in Chicago, to Hurope. 
and the result of his year’s investigation 
abroad is partly embodied in his report to 
the Commercial club, which has been pub- 
lished in a volume of 300 pages under the 
name of Vocational Education in Europe.“ 

As a result of this action, and with the 
knowledge thus obtained, the educational 
committee of the Hamilton club, the Chicago 
Association of Commerce, the Civic Federa- 
tion of Chicago, and the Commercial club 
have in codperation prepared a tentattve 
draft of a proposed bill for the establishment 
of a system of vocational schools in Illinois. 


Must Supplement Elementary. 

In drafting the proposed bill it has been 
recognized that vocational education must 
not interfere with nor take the place of the 
elementary school instruction. It is believed 
that the néeded yocational opportunity and 
encouragement must de in addition and sup- 
plementary to the elementary schools. 

Two of the important points embodied’ in 
the proposed bill are: 

(1) That the proposed legislation 
is permissive in character and leaves to 
the city. village, or township the option 
of accepting or rejecting the benefits 
proposed.

Say $380,000 Was Collected to Cause 
Reign of Terror in Los Angeles. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 18.—-“ Walking dele- 
gates and officials who do not work but 
who use the funds of labor unions to en- 
hance their own power, even if they must re- 
sort to crime,” Was the government's de- 
scription in its argument to the jury at the 
“dynamite conspiracy trial today of the 
forty men charged with complicity in the 
McNamara dynamite plots. . 

Olaf A. Tveltmoe, San Francisco, was 
charged with helping to expend $830,000 
~ cofiected from honest working men in 
connection with a strike at Los Angeles, 
which culminated in the wrecking of the Los 
Angeles Times building, and all of the de- 
fendants were declared to have used the 
funds of the Ironworkers International union 
in violation of the by-laws of the union to 
pay dynamiters to blow up nnanion jobs. 


Disgrace on Unions. 

“These men committed a crime not anly 
| against the lawe of the land but they com- 
mitted a crime against their own union,” 
said James W. Noel, special assistant dis 
trict attorney, “and these defendants are 
not workingmen who work with their hands. 
They are welking déiepates with high sal- 
aries, who have brought the ironworkers’ 
union into disrepute.

Used on Oranges. : 


MAKES EM PALE YELLOW. 


Growers . Testify Californians 
Wait Until Fruit Ripens 
Naturally. 


Oranges picked green and put through a 
Turkish bath, known as the “‘ sweatifg prec- 
ess,” are called sun kissed,” according to 
testimony before Judge Landis yesterday in 
the government's suit to confiscate eight car- 
| loads of California oranges seized on charges 
that they Are artificially colored to conceal 
inferiority. 

The cars comtain 480,000 sweated oranges, 
Valued at $10,000, 

Instead of being “sun kissed,” ft was 
shown that carloads of green fruit are placed 
in air tight sweat boxes heated to a tem- 
perature of % degrees Fahrenheit. This 
process, it was said, brings out a pale yellow 
color more like lemon than orange tint. 
After three or four days in the sweat box 
the oranges are cooled, packed in boxes, and 
shipped to eastern markets labeled sun 
kissed.” ‘ 

Not for the Californians. 

Orange growers testified that residents in 
the orange districts of California don't gat 
that sort of fruit, preferring to wait until the 
oranges are ripened by natura! process. 

E. G. Degell, assistant manager of . the 
California Frukt Growers’ exchange, testified 
that several grades of the fruit in the seized 
| Cars are sold as sun kissed oranges. He 

added that this term is a trade mark placed 
on the labels used by the growers’ exchange. 

Several women placed on the witness stand 
as expert housewives testified they would 
have been deceived by the color of the frui+ 
shown them in the courtroom as exhibits.

Trust and Savings bank, trustee of the es- 
tate of the elder Smith, contends thet Mrs. 


Melody is not a lawful bair and is not en- 
titled to a share in the estate. 


What Constitutes “Lawful” Heir? 


James Smith died in 1872, leaving hie son 


William Burnie Smith, as his surviving hete. 

The will provided that in case of the death 
of the son without leaving “lawful chil- 
dren “ all the property should be distributed 
to nephews and nieces. It is the contention 
of the trustee that Mrs. Melody, being ar 
adopted child of William Burnie Smith, is 
not a lawful heir and is not entitled to a 
share in the estate. 

William Burnie Smith died intestate, and 
his widow. Mrs. Mathilda Smith, now Mrs. 
Mathilda Mueller, received one-fourth of the 
estate. while several nieces and nephews of 
the elder Smith also received portions. 


Woman Receives $10;000, 
All that Mrs. Melody recetved was $10,000. 
Her attorney, Fred D. Jackson, declared 
that his client did not know that she was 
entitled to a share in the estate until 1909, at 
which time the suit was filed asking that the 
will of the elder Smith be construed. 
Wiliam Burnie Smith died in 1895. Mra 
Melody testified that she had been informed 
that she was not entitled to a share in the 
estate.

FTER a protracted struggle with our cli- 
mate and many 5 delays and . 
disappointments consequent thereon, 
Miss Helen Stanley finally made her 
appearance here with the Chicago 

as the Prince in Massenet's “ Cinderelia. 
part is a limited one and ungrateful. ores 
Miss Garden's resourceful and ‘distinguished art. 
was unable to endow it with importance. Its 
music is dull and artificial, offering slight op- 
portunity for the display of a genuine inter- 
pretative talent. It demands only a song, even 
and well sustained, but totally devoid of deeper 
feeling. 

The test of Miss Stanley's gifts and attain- 
ments was, therefore, incomplete. Yet she 
contrived to convince her listeners of the ex- 
ceptional beauty of her voice and to suggest 
greater possibilities; in the. direction, of con- 
trast in quantity and quality than the part 
demanded. The voice is unusual in its vel- 
vety softness and smoothness. It is produced 
with an effortless ease that bespeaks a com- 
plete control of its resources. The tone, for 
all its softness, is full and of carrying power 
sufficient for all but the most strenuous mo- 
ments in the score, and there was in her song 
a constant * of an ample reserve not 
drawn ** 

— 

As for the quality of the song unfolded one 
might describe it in the Italian phrase, “ legato 
e sostenuto,” were it not that the timbre of the 
voice is not at all Italian, but distinctively 
American in its soft sonorousness. A tendency 
to employ the refinements of song that are 
learned only in the exacting school of the —— 
man Lied, while testifying to capabilities far 
beyond the demands of the moment, was not 
well advised, since such finish of detail is lost 
in the broad lines of operatic art. 

In*the matter of costume Miss Stanley also 
was ill advised. Her garb suggested the en- 
vironment of the burlesque rather than that 
of a fairy opera; nor could she command the 
dignified carriage of a prince, even a prince of 
fairy land. Had she followed Miss Garden's 
‘example and copied the costume of the period

to State of Illinois. 


FULL fledged medical college with 546 
students will be a New Year gift to 
the state of Illinois. Alumni of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Chicago are raising funds to buy the 
stock of the medical school so it may be turned 
over to the University of Illinois on Jan, 1, 

1 par value of the stock of the institution 

is $217,000, Dr. D. A. K. Steele, president of 
the company, said last night. The commercial 
value of the stock is about 40 or 50 cents on 
the dollar, he said. 

All the stock that was held by the faculty 
has been donated to the alumni and funds 
are now being obtained to buy all the! stock 
about $30,000 in all—which is owned outside 
the faculty and alumni. More than half of 
that has been raised, Dr. Steele said. The 
school will be kept in Chicago, but will have 
state support. 

“All the stock will be paid for and ready 
to give to the state New Year's day,” Dr. 
Steele said. “The trustees of the University 
of Illinois already have adopted resolutions 
assuring us the school will be accepted when 
we cy the stock ready to give them.” 

The College of Physicians and Surgeons has 
1,200 alumni in Illinois and 800 in Chicago. 
One-fifth of the doctors of the state, Dr. Steele 
said, are its graduates. 

Alumni engaged in obtaining money for the 
state are: Dr. E. L. Heintz, president; Dr. 
J. J. Graham, secretary; Dr. Norval Pearce, 
and Dr, J. A. Monahan. 1 

It is understood a movement is on foot 
among the alumni of Bennett Medical college, a 
‘branch of Loyola university, to obtain state 
aid for it. Gov. Elect Dunne is said to favor 
the proposition.

Peace Body to Cement Nations. 


LONDON, Dec. 18.—The British committee 
Organized for the celebration in 1914 of the 
centenary of Anglo-American peace has drawn 
up a comprehensive program, which was made 
public today. 

It is proposed that a monument to George 
Washington be erected in Westminster abbey 
or in Westminster hall, adjoining the house 
of commons. It also is proposed that Sulgrave 
Manor, Northamptonshire, the ancestral home 
of Washington, be purchased and that an cr- 
ganized effort be made on both sides of the 
Atiantic and in the British colonies to promote 
well considered educational methods and the 
growth of the feeling of mutual respect, affec- 
tion, and good will, as well as mutual know!l- 
edge, among the peoples of British and Amer- 
ican descent.

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Fighting Cost of i ioe. 


BY sia ELEANOR O'DONNELL. 
Keeping Up Appearances. 


“I think the families of professional men, 
such as teachers and preachers, find it harder 
to fight the high cost of living. They are ex- 
pected to maintain the high standard of ving 
and discharge social duties the same as their 
wealthy neighbors on a salary sometimes not 
larger than $1,000. They cannot save rent by 
buying property: they move too often for that. 
Nevertheless there are many ways in which 
they can save and still keep up appearances. 

We can little fruit, it is so hard to move. 
I find if you buy carefully you can have fresh 
fruit in winter cheaper than you can buy and 
can and run the risk of it spoiling in the move. 
We make our own jellies and preserves, the 
home article being much better and cheaper. 
We use figs, apples, and raisins so much, with 
oranges or canned pineapple (canned at home at 
such a saving) for fruit salad, good and whole- 
some. I do not buy the expensive figs. I buy 
the driedMigs at about 8 or 10 cents per pound 
and run them through the meat chopper. I buy 
the middle grade muscatel raisins—find them 
good at about 7 or 8 cents per pound. We buy 
our cereals in the bulk. You can get as good 
an article and about half the cost. 

“I bake my own beans, And when eggs and 
butter are high 1 make a nice fruit cake, using 
chopped apples instead of citron and chopped 
pork instead of butter and eggs. I make my 
own mincemeat, my own bread and yeast, too, 
We think graham bread much cheaper and more 
wholesome, My children like a piece of brown 
bread and butter as well as cake. I make 
rolled oats cookies, putting in raisins and a few 
nuts, chopped. I find them more wholesome, 
take less time in making, 
for quite a little less than other cookies. I 
scarcely ever fry anything; nice boiled or baked 
potatoes and brown bread and butter with a bit 
of fruit make a good meal for children and 
grownups, too. We do not have much meat. 

“I do my own sewing with a little help of a 
seamstress. I do my own wash with the help 
of a woman if I have other pressing duties, but 
I always want to superintend the wash; 80 


often delicate fabrics are ruined by a careless 


washer. I make my own curtains at quite a 
saving. In moving I find that. bedrooms vary 
so in size you cannot keep carpets or even large 
rugs that will fit, so I have several small rugs 
for every bedroom and paint the floor if it is 
not already painted, I take nice clean rags 
and crochet most of my rugs for the bedrooms 
and bath. 

“TI find it cheaper to do and make everything 
at home instead of sending wash and sewing 
away or buying things already made at the 
shops. If social duties crowd too much I get 
some competent woman to help a day or so a 
week. We manage to keep up appearances fair- 
ly well and save a little on $1,000 a year, and 
keep a horse, too, B.

“In buying household needs one must, if 
economy is the watchword, think and plan 
ahead. I know of a woman who recently rushed 
home from an afternoon card club just before 
6 o'clock. Her four boarders arrived twenty 
minutes later. In her anxiety and haste to 
prepare the evening meal as quickly as pos- 
sible she sent her 12 year old girl to the grocery 
three blocks distant on a hurry up gait for some 
ready to eat supplies. This 12 year old, by 
the way, does much of the shopping; hence, it 
is plain to be seen that her mother never will 
be able to put money in the bank. In order 
to make every cent count the housewife must 
not only study but practice economy. Select 
your table requirements in person. Buy from 
first Lands. Buy everything except perishable 
goods in quantities. Buy boiling meat more 
frequently; it is cheaper, fully as nutritious, 
and goes farther than higher priced meats. 
Use tact and forethought in preparing the 
meals. Last, but most important of all, pay 
cash as you buy. Every dealer likes a cash 
customer, it’s natural that he should, and will 
on all occasions, give these sought for trades 
people the choicest pick at the lowest possible 
price. The prudent, careful woman who pos- 
sesses the rare faculty of being able to trans- 
form the minimum into the maximum in these 
days of costly n surely deserves the high- 
est Praise.

under the head of Poultry Raising.’ 
The United States department of ag- 
riculture has put out some good things, 
and we hope it will improve, but prac- 
tical poultrymen do not pin unlimited faith to 
their conclusions. If your inquirer lives in 
New York state she can get bulletins from the 
poultry department of the college of agricul- 
ture at Cornell university, which are among the 
most valuable of any published in this country. 
They are not sent ordinarily to those outside 
the state. Connecticut has a fine poultry ex- 
periment station at Storrs and nas put out 
some valuable bulletins. The Rhode Island col- 
lege at Kingston has done good poultry experi- 
ment work, and its bulletins are valuable and 
helpful. New Jersey is new in experimental 
poultry work, but is making promising progress. 
I am referring to these because the inquirer 
would haturally ask for help in her own state. 
The ‘magazines’ you refer to are probably in- 
valuable to the poultry worker and all are in- 
expensive. But this printed matter must be 
mixed with brains to make it helpful. 
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Recipe for Madison Rolls. 


“Here is the bread formula 1 think Julia H.

“MADISON ROLLS— These rolls are well 
worth the little extra time required in making 
them. They cannot be excelled in their delicious, 
feathery lightness and flavor, One quart of flour, 
two egg yolks, one teaspoonful of salt, one-half 
pint of Liquid yeast, three heaping teaspoonfuls 
of sugar, plece of butter size of an egg, two large 
white potatoes, milk enough to make dough as 
soft as can be handled. Boil and mash pota- 
toes, cream them into the butter, sugar, and 
eggs. Work this smooth, add gradually the 
flour, them the yeast, and the milk last. Be 
careful and do not get the dough too soft. 
Knead until light, put into a well greased crock, 
and place in a warm oven to rise for eight 
hours. When well risen turn on a floured board 
and roll owt an inch thick, Cut with a me- 


dium biscuit tin. Put rolls into 1 

far enough apart not to touch, let rise until 
light, which will require one hour; bake in a 
quick oven. , x Cc.”

A baseball plant that will seat 45,000 fans 
and give every one of them an unobstructed 
view of the game is the goal at which Presi- 
dent Comiskey of the White Sox is aiming, 
and some way to increase Comiskey park 
to that capacity before the season of 1914, if 
possible, is being sought by its owner, now 
that the removal of the wrecking crew's 
property from part of the lot gives the park 

room to expand. : 

Plans and specifications were dra and 
submitted to the master of the White Sox 
for double decking the two pavilions at each 
end of the present grand stand, but these 
plans did not satisfy Comiskey. At the out- 
side the architect could increase the seating 


capacity only 8,700 by double decking the 


pavilions, and the contractors figured it 
would cost $125,000 to add those 8,700 seats. 


Demands 15,000 MoreSeats. 
Comiskey demands at least 15,000 more 
seats than the park now has, and in order to 
get them without destroying the symmetry 
of the present park his advisers tell him it 
may be necessary to tear down all or part 
of the right field pavilion, erected only three 
years ago. To enlarge the plant toward the 
north or west is impossible. On the east 
_ there are 833 feet between the present limit 
of the ball park and Wentworth avenue, 
which will become available on Jan. 1, so 
az to permit expansion in that direction. 
The entire lot which Comiskey purchased 
before erecting the new park is 600 feet north 
and south by 933 feet east and west. The 
present plant occupies a plot 600 feet each 
way, making it the largest park in acreage 
in either league.

RAILS SHORT IN EUROPE. 


Dearth in European Mills Will 
Bring Brazilian Order to 


the United States. 


New York, Deo, 18.—{Special.}—The Iron 
Age tomorrow will say: 

* Railroad buying stands out strongly in 
the developments of an ordinarily quiet time 
of the year. The Harriman lines. which in 
the last twelve months have placed in suc- 
cessive orders a total of 128,000 tons of rails 
in addition to their original contract for 
aa have now closed for 200,000 tons for 
1913. 

A number of eastern and other roads 
that bave placed orders for next year will 


make further purchases, in most cases for 


new construction. The iInmability of Euro- 
pean rail mills to take any considerable 
further business for 1913 will bring a large 
Brazilian order for Bessemer rails to this 
country. First deliveries are wanted in — 
Chile has made a contract calling for Sep- 
tember rolling. South Australia is in the 
market for 19,000 tons. 


Expect Increase in Steel Supply. 

Prices of finished steel in 1913 promise 
to continue substantially on today’s basis 
and consumers are working out of the strain 
they have been under in getting material. 
Steel supply will gradually increase; for ex- 
ample, the Steel corporation will have nearly 
100,000 tons a month greater steel capacity 
by the end of the first quarter. 

‘The one definite advance in price for the week 
was 1 a ton in wire products, announced by the 
leading producer, effective Dec. 16. An advanc ing 
tehdepcy is noticed also in steel hoops. On the other 
hand some concessions appear in bolts, shafting 
and wrought pipe. ; 

The structural situation continues promising. 
In New York City the way rapidiy is being cleared 
for the early placing of the contracte for subway 
extensions, which should give the rolling mills 
some spring work on contracts calling for 750,000 to 
800 000 tons in the next five years.

PRICE JUMPS ON CHANGE. 
Action Unexpected So Soon After 


Supreme Court’s Anthracite 
Case Decision. 


Philadelphia. Pa., Dec. 18.— [Special. 1— 


Directors ot the Reading company today de- 


clared a quarterly dividend of 2 per cent on 
the common stock, payable Feb. 13 to hold- 
ers of record Jan. 27 This is an increase of 
one-half of 1 per cent over the previous dis- 
bursement which was made on Nov, 14 last, 
and places the issue on a basis of 8 per 
cent a year. 

It had been generally expected the decision 
of the Supreme court of the United States 
in the anthracite case would pave the way 
for a larger distribution of Reading's profits, 
but that such action should be taken right on 
the heels of the decision was a surprise. 

The dividend rates on Readiing have been 
rising steadily for several years. There is 
$70,000,000 of common stock. Three years 
ago the rate was raised to 6 per cent from 
4 per cent, which it had been from 1906. Divi- 
dends began on the stock in 1906, in which 
year 8% per cent was paid. 

Today's action in lifting the payment to 8 
per cent on the common means @ distribu- 
tion of $8,400,000 a year to the stockholders. 


Create Three New Titles. 

Three new official titles were created today 
in the Philadelphia and Reading railway 
service. From Jan 1 A. T. Dice, now general 
manager, will be vice president and general 
manager; John F. Auch, now freight traffic 


manager, becomes vice president and freight 


traffic manager. 

By such action the two officers will ran“ 
with officers of other railroads having similar 
duties. Charles H. Ewing, now superintend- 
ent of the Atlantic City railroad, is appointed 
to a new position of general superintendent 
of the Reading railway system. 


Stock Takes Upward Shoot. 

New York, Dec. 18—An outburst of ex- 
cited bidding aroused the stock market today 
to sudden activity toward the close of what 
had been a dull and colorless session. With 
the news from Philadelphia of the increase 
in its quarterly dividend from 1% to 2 per 
cent, Reading soared swiftly from 166% to 170. 

On the first transaction after the flash 
from Philadeiphia it gained a point, and on 
the next 1%. After touching the high mark 
of 170, a rise of 5% from the previous low 
price, it sold off again and closed at 166% 
unchanged on the day. 


Other Stocks Rise Slightly. 

Other stocks responded. to the jump in 
Reading, and Union Pacific, Southern Pa- 
cific, Lehigh Valley, and Steel rose to a 
point above yesterday’s close. This advan- 
tage was short lived. The spurt in prices 


| induced heavy offerings and at the close a 


number of leading issues were selling below 
yesterday’s final quotations. 


News of the Reading dividend increase at this 
time came as a surprise, although there had been 
vague reports that with the Supreme court’s de- 
cree in the anthracite cases made known. the di- 
rectors might take some action favorable to stock- 
holders at today's meeting. Earlier in the day 
Reading had been the weak feautre among the 
prominent stocks, sélling 2 points below yester- 
days close 

More than half the day's business was traneacted 
in the last hour. Previous to that time little inter- 
est was shown in the market, and businese at times 
came to a standstill. Although the market re- 
sponded in spots to pressure, bear traders were not 
willing to venture upon extensive dealings, and 
prices moved back and forth in a halting way, 
with a heavy undertone.

[READING RAISES _ | GALLS BOLDENWECK PERJURER 


Fitzgerald’s Lawyer Scores Tes- 
timony of Ex-Subtreasurer. 


GANO “COMIC CAVALRYMAN.” 


| Attorney Litzinger Classifies Leddon 


with Judas Iscariot. 


Attorney Edward R. Litzinger yesterday 
conveyed to the jury in Judge Carpenter's 
court his unfavorable impressions of the men 
who are trying to send his client, George W. 
Fitzgerald, to the penitentiary for the alleged 
theft of $178,000 from the United States sub- 
treasury in 1907. 

Everybody connected with the prosecution, 
from the district attorney down to the gov- 
ernment’s witnesses, was scourged by Litz- 
inger, and when court adjourned he was not 
through. His criticiam of the case will con- 
tinue for an hour this morning, and then he 
will give Assistant District Attorney God- 
man a chance. Mr. Godman’s address will 
not be long, and the jury probably will get the 
case before evening. 

Litsinger’s effort was dramatic and gave 
pleasure to the large attendance of Fitzger- 
ald's friends. Fitsgerald himself was in high 
spirits again. IAtzinger denounced Witnesses 
Boldenweck, Gano, Ledden, etal. Fitzgerald 
tossed his knife up and down in his hands like 
a boy with a marble. Fitzgerald's venerable 
father, said to be 92 years old, tottered up to 
the lawyer during the recess and tried to em- 
brace him. 


Accuses Boldenweck of Lie. 

Concerning fermer Subtreasurer Bolden- 
weck, Mr. Litzinger said that when that wit- 
ness testified he had isaued a written order 
against subtreasury tellers visiting one an- 
other‘’s cages, he had not told the truth. It 
had been proved that the only order of the 
kind was an oral one given by Mr. Bolden- 
weck’s predecessor, Mr. Willlamse, said the 
attorney. 

Where,“ he thundered, where in the 


midnight of heli will you find perjury blacker 
then that?“ 

Litzinger said he might overlook murder 
or larceny, but he could not stand for a man 
who would perjure himself to send a friend 
and associate to the penitentiary. 

Col. Henry C. Gano, who testified that Fitz- 
gerald had offered to pay him for getting rid 
of bills of large denomination, was referred 
to as the “‘ comic cavalryman of the prose- 
cution. He emphasized a letter written to 
Fitzgerald by the colonel, which showed the 
colonel either Hed or was in error in regard 
| to some of his testimony. 


Calls Gano “Paper Horseman.” 

“If seven of you believe what this perjurer 
said on the witness stand I want you to sign 
a verdict of gullty,“ he shouted. “ I stake my 
case on this paper horseman's testimony. 
Ride on, colonel, ride on. I’m through with 
vou.“ 

T. C. Ledden, who testified Fitzgerald told 
him once that when he got the govern- 
ment he was going to get it good,“ was 
classified by Litzinger as much worse than 
Judas Iscariot. 

Arthur Boal, Cashier Russell's nephew, 
Litzinger said, was more the object of legiti- 
mate suspicion than Fitzgerald. 

He lived at the Lexington hotel and 
sported around on a small salary,’ said he. 
Which will you suspect—a man like that or 
& man who goes home to his family every 
night as Fitzgerald did?” 


“hurling things into- Mr. 
as he described it. Every time he advanced 
toward the prosecutor and shook his fist at 
him Mr. Godman yawned. 


Explain! Litzinger said during one out- 


burst. Explain! you wild, insane prose- 
cutor, we've been doing nothing else for the

Joking, Jurors Get 81. 
In fllustrating th the jury the possibility 


and over again in his transactions Litzinger 
produced a bill and gave it to Juror Sipperley, 
saying that it might be passed to every man 
in the box and represent a different transac- 
tions each time. A little later he held out his 
hand for the money. The furor smiled, folded 
up the bill and put it in his waistcoat pocket. 
Then everybody smiled. 

A government official estimated the prose- 
cution of Fitzgerald had cost the United 
States $100,000, including the expenses of four 
Getectives from the department of justice 
who have done nothing else except investi- 
gate the case for five years and a half.
